Mr. Maslowski, who happily combines four professions in one—naturalist, 
writer, photographer, lecturer—has worked with the Ohio Division of Conser- 
vation and with the University of Cincinnati as lecturer in nature study; he was 
curator of birds in the Cincinnati Museum of Natural History. In addition to a 
weekly nature column in the Cincinnati Enquirer, he has published articles in 
Natural History, Outdoor Life, Nature, and Child Life. 


The natural color film shows scenes not only of the beautiful Ohio River 
but of the state as well—a land of rolling hills, rich fields, of quiet streams and 
hardwood forests. These provide the background, the habitat and environmental 
bases for varied and thriving wildlife communities. [In the film we see the com- 
ings and goings of the woodcock, the deer mouse, and a family of red foxes 
which Mr. Maslowski has dubbed the “Red Skeltons.” In presenting the various 
“characters” of his wildlife film, the photographer-author has chosen carefully 
in order to tell as fully and clearly as possible the story of the interbalanced wild- 


life communities of forests and meadows.

Wir Honor at Home anp ABROAD 


ABOVE THE accoLapDE of the public, which is generally quick to take note of 
accomplishments, great or small, is the recognition of one’s own special group, 
fellow workers in one’s own field. Signal honor comes when a group of scien- 
tists—notably chary with the seal of approval—selects one of its own members 
for homage. Recognition is nothing new to Miss Alice Eastwood. Her accom- 
plishments, like her fourscore years and a decade plus one, are many and well 
known. 

Miss Eastwood’s election this year as Honorary President of the International 
Botanical Congress which met in July in Stockholm, was an event that brought 
great honor to the California Academy of Sciences and, we are sure, the highest 
satisfaction to her, our Curator Emeritus of the Department of Botany. 

Miss Eastwood returned not long since from the two months’ trip by air, 
land, and sea which took her to Sweden, and home again by way of the Panama 
Canal. Her visit to Stockholm was widely heralded in the Swedish Press. Svensk 
Damtidning, a pictorial journal similar to our Life, interviewed Miss Eastwood 
as a number of daily papers did, including the Dagens Nyheter of Stockholm. 
And Vestkusten, a Swedish language paper published in Oakland, California, 
covered her departure from this side, along with most other California papers. 

Since her return to San Francisco and the Academy, Miss Eastwood has 
continued with renewed vigor a program of keeping up with a dozen special 
projects, the weekly meetings of the California Botanical Club which has met 
at the Academy for something over fifty years, the American Fuchsia Society, of 
which she is honorary president, and a goodly number of garden clubs that look 
to her constantly for programs and many other kinds of help and advice.
